Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-19, 24-32, 34, 36 and 37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record is Michaud et al., US 5,973,055. This reference discloses that 
solvents selected from 1,1,1,3,3-pentafluorobutane and perfluoroalkyl ethers are useful 
in formulating waterproofing compositions. Accordingly, a combination of these solvents 
would be obvious. However, the reference does not motivate the use of the recited 
percentage limitations. Accordingly, the present claims are allowable over the prior art 
of record.
